THE HEART. 

The heart is a pump with a double action. 
One contraction of its muscular walls—acting 
in the same manner as when we press firmly 
on an India rubber syringe—ejects two streams 
of blood. One of these goes from the left 
cavity of the heart through the largest of the 
arteries, called the aorta, and is distributed 
through the arteries and their branches all 
over the body, and by minute vessels, called 
capillaries, is distributed through every part 
and organ of the system, however delicate. 
A set of similar vessels, equally minute, take 
up the blood again—which, having effected its 
nutritive purpose, is changed from a bright 
crimson to a dark blue color—pour it through 
larger veins into the right cavity of the heart; 
and by the same influence that first compelled 
it, it is again sent out, hut this time to the 
lungs, where it is purified and rendered again 
fit to be used,, by its contact with the air which 
wc breathe, and then again thereby changed 
to its original crimson hue. it is returned by 
the pulmonary veins into the left side of the 
heart from whence it started. 

In such complicated machinery it is easy 
to see there is great liability to disorder, 
which means disease. It must be recognized- 
that when this heart-pump is out of order, it 
cannot be stopped for repairs. It must keep 
going on just the same, bcatiug regular or 
irregular, sending much or little blood to 
nourish the system ns it may. To stop is 
death. This is the reason why the diseases 
of the heart and lungs are so dangerous. Any 
other organ, as the bowels, or liver, or the 
brain, may stop action, and often do; and 
doctors, and medicines, arrest their action 
while repairs are going on. But the heart 
they may retard as much as they dare; they 
may quiet it, but not entirely stop. Some¬ 
times it does stop itself; a sudden change of 
position, an excitement, a passion, which a 
healthy organ would not notice, overwhelms 
the heart, which throbbingly stops for a mo¬ 
ment, flutters a few times in a vain attempt 
to renew its functions, but it fails. The own¬ 
er has barely time to say a hurried word ere 
eternity enters on his view. 


A CLEVER TRICK. 

There is rejoiceing in the police of London 
over the capture of a droll scoundrel, who 
lias long giren them work to do. The fellow 
hung around the Lyons railway station about 
evening time. On catching sight of a travel¬ 
er who looked simple lie made acquaintance 
in a lonely spot, and mysteriously offered to 
sell patent watch chaines of amazing beauty 
and incredable strength. “Try it,” said he; 
“you’re a fine man, but even you can’t break 
iny chain.” So the chain was twisted round 
the man’s wrists and snapped to. While he 
struggled with it the vendor would calmly lay 
him flat, take all his valuables, and make off. 
For years this ruffian has been playing his 
ingenious game, going sometimes into the 
country. One night lately, at the Lyons 
railway, he found a victim, chained him up, 
plundered and ran away: but the countryman 
happened to he particularly strong and swift. 
He broke the handcuffs and he caught the 
thief. 

Not His House. —The latest Detroit Free 
Press story is of a raw boned, spavined, 
knockkneed old horse that limped along, 
smelling of hitching posts and nibbling at the 
street car track. Three blocks behind him 
was a man with a rope halter, who was in¬ 
quiring if anybody had seen a stray horse. 
The old brute stopped in front of a grocery 
to smell of some bars of soap. The clerk 
ran out with a broomstick, and in trying to 
dodge the blow the horse fell over, struck a 
bushel basketful of eggs and a. great quantity 
of crockery, and the crash was terrific. He 
didn’t make an effort to get up, and just as 
the clerk’s yells had gathered a crowd the man 
with the rope halter came up. It was his 
horse, and $10 wouldn’t pay the damage. 
“Here’s the man who owns the horse!” shouted 
the clerk. “No, I don’t!” was the calm reply. 
“Then what are you doing with that halter?” 
yelled a policeman. “I’m going a fishing!” 
was the ready answer. The clerk tried to 
detain him, but he jumped into a woodyard 
and escaped, calling out as lie went over the 
fence: “Gentlemen, these are mighty curious 
times when a man can’t take a halter on his 
back and go off after a few bass!” 

Protecting Sheep. —The Well-known Eng¬ 
lish sporting paper, Land and Water, recom¬ 
mends the attachment or putting of bells on 
sheep to protect them from the accustomed 
attacks of animals known as dogs, and great¬ 
ly approves of the suggestion. The editor 
also states that the plan above recommended 
is in extensive use in different parts of Scot¬ 
land and England, and that it is pronounced 
as successful. Surely so cheap, simple and 
practicable a method of protecting sheep 
should be more extensively tried in this coun¬ 
try than it generally is, where the destruction 
of these harmless animals by dogs is said to 
cost many thousands of dollars annually to 
our stock-grower*. 

A Gas Shadow. —A striking and curious 
experiment, showing the superior weight of 
carbonic acid over air, may be made by pro¬ 
jecting the shadow of the gas, ns it is poured 
from its containing vessel, upon a screen. 
The latter should be of white paper, and 
bright sunlight should fall upon the stream of 
gas, which should be poured from the spout 
of a pitcher Held within ten inches of the 
screen. The curious result of a shadow pro¬ 
duced by apparently nothing will be seen, 
the former resembling descending smoke, 
quite black at the spout of the vessel, hut 
brightly illuminated whenever the sunlight is 
concentrated by passing through the gas. 


Signs of Age. —After the horse is nine 
years old a wrinkle comes on thd*eyelid at the 
upper corner of the lower lid, and every year 
thereafter he lias one well-defined wrinkle for 
each year over nine. If, for instance, a horse 
has three wrinkles, he is twelve; four, he is 
thirteen.

Lost Women.— We commend the follow¬ 
ing thoughts to the public: “Has it ever oc¬ 
curred to you what a commentary upon our 
civilization are those lost women, and the at¬ 
titude of society toward them?

Lost! echo friends and relatives—we 
disown you; don’t ever come to disgrace us. 
Lost! says society, indifferently. How bad 
these girls are! And lost—irretrievably lost— 
is the prompt verdict of conventional morali¬ 
ty, while one and all unite in bolting every 
door between her and morality. Ah! will not 
those lost ones be required at our hands here¬ 
after?” 

Summer Drinks. —“Wliat are the best 
and most healthful summer drinks?” 

The immediate object of drinking is to 
satisfy thirst. There is hut one tiling capable 
of doing this, and that is water. The princi¬ 
pal ingredient of all the different kinds of 
drinks used is water, and the purer the water, 
and the less quantity of other substances 
mixed with it, the more perfectly does it sup¬ 
ply the wants of the system. This being the 
case, pure water is the best and most health¬ 
ful of drinks, not only for summer, hut for 
all seasons of the year. The manner in 
which it is drank is very important. If it is 
swallowed rapidly and in large quantities, it 
may produce undue distention and pressure of 
the stomach, and interfere with its functions 
and those of the surrounding organs. If the 
water thus swallowed be very cold, and the 
system at the same time be suffering from heat 
and fatigue, very serious results are apt to 
occur from the sudden shock. Water should 
always be drank slowly. By sipping, the 
desire for drink is more effectually gratified, 
and any desirable quantity, at any tempera¬ 
ture, may be drank without any injurious 
effects. Ice-water in summer, is not objec¬ 
tionable, if taken in this way. Water should 
not be drank at or soon after meals, as it 
interferes with the process of digestion. 

A Furniture Polish. —Put half an ounce 
of shellac, the same quantity of gum-lac, and 
a quarter of an ounce of gum-sandarac into a 
pint of spirits of wine, in a stone bottle near 
the fire, shaking it very often. As soon as 
the gums are dissolved it is ready for use. 
Then take a roller of woolen rags—soft old 
broadcloth will do nicely—put a little of the 
polish on it, also a few drops of linseed oil. 
Rub the surface to be polished with this, go¬ 
ing round and round, over a small space at a 
time, until it begins to he quite smooth. Fin¬ 
ish by second rubbing witli spirits and wine 
and more of the polish. Furniture thus treat¬ 
ed will have a brilliant lustre, equal to new. 

In a recent lecture on “The Physical, Men¬ 
tal and Moral Influences of Foods,” Dr. 
Everett laid down four rules for the preserva¬ 
tion of good health, wliigh were, light eating, 
good air, exercise and repose. He opposed 
activity of mind or body immediately after 
meals, and advised a rest of half an hour. 
For clear heads, good complexions and strong 
backs, wheat meal, fresh beef and beans 
were recommended. Buckwheat cakes are 
good in- winter, but unsweetened fruits are 
the best summer food. Salmon is the best 
fish for brain material, codfish and beans for 
building up muscle.

To Prevent Glue from Cracking; —Glue 
frequently cracks because of the dryness of 
the air in rooms warmed by stoves. An Aus¬ 
trian contemporary recommends the addition 
of a little chloride of calcium to prevent this 
disagreeable property of cracking. Chloride 
of calcium is such a deliquescent salt that it 
attracts enough moisture to prevent the glue 
from cracking. Glue thus prepared will ad¬ 
here to glass, metal, etc., and can be used for 
putting on labels without danger of their 
dropping off. 

Washing . Silverware. —It seems that 
housekeepers who wasli their silverware with 
soap and water, as the common practice is, 
do not know what they arc about. The pro¬ 
prietor of one of the oldest establisments in 
Philadelphia says that “housekeepers ruin 
silver by washing it in soapsuds; it makes it 
look like pewter. Never put a particle of 
soap about your silver; then it will retain its 
original lustre. When it wants polish, take a 
piece of soft leather aYid whiting, and rub it 
hard.” 

An Erasive Soap. —A genuine erasive soap 
that will remove grease and stains from cloth¬ 
ing is made as follows : Two pounds of good 
eastile soap; hffi." a pound of carbonate of 
potash, dissolved in half a pint of hot water. 
Cut the soap in thin slices, boil it in the pot¬ 
ash until it is thick enough to mould in cakes; 
add alcohol, half ail ounce; camphor, half an 
ounce; color with half an ounce of pulver¬ 
ized charcoal. 

Testing Eggs Easily. —It is quite easy to 
tell a good from a had egg by simply holding 
it between the eye and the light. Hold the 
egg so that the hand will out off all direct 
rays of light except thoseap'assing through the 
translucent eggs.

To Stain Oak-Color. —Equal parts of 
American potash and pearl-ash, two ounces 
each to about one quart of water, give a good 
oak stain. Use carefully, as it will blister 
the hands. Add water if the color be too 
deep.

—Ink-stains may 
easily be removed from cotton or linen by 
washing the spot that is stained in salt and wa¬ 
ter.

Kotes on the International Sunday School 
Lesson for July 23, 187(5. 

liv KEV. 11. M. FULLERTON. 

TUe Temple Deillcntecl—-1 KingHj vHi, 
5-21. 

V. 5. The time was the feast in the month 
Ethanim—the seventli month, or October. 
This was the feast of Tabernacles, the feast 
of In-gathering, the feast of the Jews. When 
David brought the ark to Mount Zion he of¬ 
fered sacrifices, but in no such numbers as 
were offered now. 

V. C. “ His place ” was the Most Holy 
Place, or oracle. Tiie “oracle” was so-called 
because Jehovah, through the ministry of the 
high priests, answered here the inquiries of 
the people. 

V. 8. The ends of the staves might be 
seen in the holy of holies but not in the outer 
sanctuary. The staves were to be kept insep¬ 
arably with the ark. The cherubiiu-statues, 
therefore, which were to overshadow the ark, 
would also overshadow its staves. These 
were now drawn forward so as to be seen 
from the great chamber or holy place of the 
temple, though not from the vestibule. As¬ 
syrian temples, for example, were so con¬ 
structed that the passer-by could not get a 
view of the shrine. This might easily be if 
the entrance way were not opposite the shrine, 
that is, in this case not opposite the ark. The 
withdrawal of the staves was a sign that the 
ark had now reached “ the place of its rest. ’ 
The staves were of wood overlaid witli gold; 
were very long, so that the ark, which was 
heavy because containing the stone tables of 
the law, might more easily be borne, and also 
so that those carrying might not touch it. 
Though the ark had arrived at its resting 
place the staves were to remain, thus signify¬ 
ing that it was the identical ancient ark. The 
phrase “ unto this day ” shows that the writer 
of this book quoted from an author who lived 
while the temple was still standing. The 
temple retained its original splendor only 
thirty-three or thirty-four years, when the 
king of Egypt took Jerusalem and carried 
away the temple-treasures. Afterwards it 
was several times profaned and pillaged, and 
finally plundered and burned by the Chal¬ 
deans, 584 B. C. It was seven years and a 
half in process of building. 

V. 9. The ark was two and a half cubits 
long by one and one-half broad and deep. It 
was probably taken captive or destroyed by 
Nebuchadnezzar. By virtue of the stone 
document it contained it was the pledge of 
the covenant relation between Jehovah and 
Israel. It alone made the temple a sanctuary, 
Ilorcb was the general name of the range of 
which Sinai was a part. 

V. 10. The cloud was the symbol of Je¬ 
hovah’s presence, testifying that he had ac¬ 
cepted the temple as his own house. 

V. 11. “The cloud” and “the glory of the 
Lord” are the same things. There had been 
a like occurrence once at the completion of 
the tabernacle. For the moment, the priests 
were prevented from officiating. There was 
besides the priests a large attendance also of 
Levites as singers. See 2 Chron. 5, 11—13. 

V. 12. “And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Lo, I come unto thee in a thick cloud that the 
people may hear,” etc. Solomon sees in the 
cloud a token that God acknowledges and ac¬ 
cepts the work he has done for him. 

Y. 13. “ Overpowered by that sublime 

moment, and filled with joy that he was 
counted worthy of the favor of being allowed 
to build a house for the Lord,” lie utters the 
words of this verse. They allude to the fix¬ 
edness and permanence of the temple, as 
compared with the materials of the taberna¬ 
cle and its frequent change of place. ‘Songs 
of praise, accompanied by harps and psal¬ 
teries, burst forth as the priests came out of 
the sanctuary.’ 

Y. 14. Solomon had spoken with his face 
toward the temple. Now he turns toward the 
people. Standing was the reverential atti¬ 
tude for the latter. Solomon blessed by 
gesture, perhaps, without words. 

V. 15. The words of God are fulfilled by 
the Providences of God. 

V. Id. No city was chosen until Jerusa¬ 
lem was chosen; no man to be a king over 
Israel until David. 

V. 17. David desired to build the temple. 

V. 13. The wish was right. 

V. l'J. But in the wisdom of God it was 
disregarded and Solomon chosen to^?xecute 
what was in David’s heart. 

V. 20. Solomon, having been especially 
commissioned,sits on David’s throne and exe¬ 
cutes David’s project. 

V. 21. He has placed in the temple the 
ark, the pledge of the gracious presence of 
God. 

Suggestions. The dedication of the tem¬ 
ple is one of the peculiarly important 
facts of the Old Testament history. The an¬ 
cient kingdom of God in it reached its highest 
glory. The feast marking it was kept seven 
days.—The king is at the head of the whole 
ceremony. He was the servant of the great 
King of Israel—Jehovah. The act of dedica¬ 
tion belonged to him as a theocratic king.— 
Everything else in the temple was made new 
while the ark was kept. “With it all the 
historical facts bound up in it became associ¬ 
ated with the temple. It could never grow 
old, for it was the witness’ of the past victo¬ 
rious divine guidance, as well as the pledge 
of Jehovah’s faithfulness and might.”—The 
temple—God’s place of dwelling—is used in 
the New Testament as a representation of 
Christ—in whom is all the fullness of God; 
of the individual believer—in whom the Spirit 
of God dwells; of the universal church—the 
“habitation of God through the spirit.”—The 
cloud is “the heaven-descended sign of the 
presence of the self-manifesting God.” It 
declares “that God in his being, spiritually 
and ethically, is so far above, and different 
from all other beings, that man, in his sinful 
and mortal nature, cannot comprehend him 
nor en la re the sight of him.”

Congress adjourned Tuesday evening 
after indulging in a longer session than any 
since the 34th. Little legislation has been 
accomplished, considering the time spent, 
investigations have been plenty, and with the 
exception of Belknap’s case, amounted to lit¬ 
tle, except in the way of furnishing political 
capital for the majority in the lower house to 
work upon in the coming election. I he dem¬ 
ocratic chairman of the Appropriations com¬ 
mittee claims a saving of nearly twenty-nine 
millions, as compared with the previous year, 
but a careful analysis of the figures shows 
that of the pretended reduction fully two 
thirds were simply a postponement of expend¬ 
itures, and of the remaining reductions many 
would have to be provided for by deficiency 
bills, while some of the reductions are such 
as will seriously cripple the government. 
Some 5000 bills have been introduced during 
the session, of which less than three liundicd 
have passed and very few of those have any 
national bearing or importance. The Hawaii¬ 
an reciprocity treaty has been carried into 
effect; Colorado has been finally admitted as 
a State, and bills have been passed for the 
issue of $50,000,000 in subsidiary silver coin. 
The repeal by the House, at the suggestion 
of Tilden and Hendricks, of the specie re¬ 
sumption act, has happily not been agreed to 
by the Senate, The effort by the senators to 
get the franking privilege restored was not 
successful; the transfer of the Indian bureau 
to the war department was not made; the 
tariff has not been revised; Mr. Blaine’s 
proposed constitutional amendment to protect 
the public school funds from sectarian use 
was not passed; the big soldier’s bounty bill 
swindle stuck by the way, and so on.

y i. The “law” is that of Wisdom, i. e. 
the law of God or divine instructions. To 
keep the divine commandments is to re me in* 

her them witli affection. 

y < 2 . God first connects rewards and 
punishments with well and ill-doing in this 
world, that men may be convinced of the 
existence of the same law in the world to 
come. 

V. 3. “Mercy” or kindness may be driven 
from a human soul or cherished there. En¬ 
graft kindness and trutli into thy life, habits 
and nature. 

V. 4. Then will come favor and prosperity 
with God and men. 

V. 5. But correct morals are insufficient. 
Trust in the very Lord himself. Lean on 
Him. 

V. 6. Make him thy guide. The Fa¬ 
ther’s all-seeing eye and guiding hand are 
blessed helps. 

V. 7. Conceit of one’s own wisdom shuts 
out trust in God’s.
